The Uarristers' Bill« 

Tboro is now a bill before liio Conn, 
cil wbich i)ro(osso8 to tloal wiih a 
question of conBiilcrabio importuiifio to 
the public unci to ii jiroiniiiLMil claas ol' 
tbo corr.uiutiiiy. Thia bill propor-ea to 
give to tl.o public iho piivi CKeofein- 
plo}-in{^ ono prolesslonal man i^i lieu 
of bolb barritter and altornoy. Bui 
how is tbis desiiablo object to bo act. 
oomplialicd ? It gives tbo barrister 
Iho rigbt to aet as an attorney and 
still to rolaia tbo piivilogoB ot iho Bar, 
Tbcse priviiogoB aro not inconaidur- 
ablo. A barrister oan (and it is only 
from hia rank that tbo Attorney Gen- 
eral in taken) be raised to the bonok j 
be can -take inierior Judgeships and 
varlona: ^ other places of profit and 
emolument, besides which be appears 
in Court with the venerable appen- 
dages c,f wig and gown. The^o appen- 
dages may mean little or nothing, but 
thoy aro a distinotivo mark of hia rank, 
and tbo barristers retain the right to 
their nnmo of *' morabors of the Bar." 
Tbo Bolicitors, by this bill, are (o have 
the very groat privilege ot pleii'Jing in 
Court; but will buvo to appear in 
their usual c^Blumo and retain tboir 
nnmo of solieiiors or attorneys only, 
and aro not to oijo}' or KOt cluitn to 
any of tbo places or proliLs oxclusivi . y 
reserved lor the Bar, Is this fair w 
just ? ' Tbo barrister is to do tbo work 
of tbo attoi ncy and receive bis pay ab 
Bucb. Tbo attorney may do iho bar., 
risier's work, bat is not to be called a 
barrister or ei joy tbo position wbich 
that name gives. Tbis bill is on tbo 
principle of heads, I win ; tails you 
lose;'' and, as introduced, ought not 
to become law. The law of barristers 
and ' attorneys in Canada is roost 
liberal: tboro the barrister may, alter 
a probationary period and passing the 
requisite oxaminslion, avail himsclf ul 
the privilege ot bsooming an attorney. 
Tho attorney posFossea equal righia, 
and can bcoorao a barrister by under- 
going an exatninalion b.loro the Law 
S icioiy. This eyslem has been in 
voguo many years anJ answers ad- 
mirably. I^ow, if tbis system answers 
well in Canada with a p pulaiion 
of tbreo millions, wby would it not 
answer hero, witb a population not 
exceeding 10,000, particularly as Cori- 
fedoratioii is looked on as a ccrtuint}" 
in a sbort lime ? Tbo Solicitors are 
being cut^lcg blatcd in the Council. 
Ono Act baa already boon passed, note 
witbiitaiiding strong opposition there- 
to. Thero are thrcu barristers mom- 
borp of the Council, while tho solioi- 
tora aro unrepresented in that augi^st 
body* These gentlumon can pass al 
most any act they please, and the 
other membera of the Council do not see 
the effect this sort of partial legislation 
toill have. It is not only the attort 
ncfs but the publio wo have to oon» 
elder, and amalgamation ot the pro- 
fesi^iona, if camud out at all, must be 
carried out fairly, equitably and abso- 
lutely. Il is astonisbiiig, iliat in ibo 
nineloenib centur)' msn of uridoublcd 
ability possess Fuch old f^'gy noLions, 
and under ibe guise of tlie professiGu, 
try to conceal tbo purely mercenary 
motives wbicb lio bidden benealb. 
Tbo aim of tbo bill undoubtedly it to 
proHcrvo tbe dignity of tho Bar as in 
England, while tbo members aro to bo 
at liberty to tranhact tbo business 
and dip tboir hands into tbo pockets 
ot tho solicitors undor tbe ploa of 
amalgamation, which, if they did in 
England, would be grounds fur their 
being disbarred j but oh, no 1 They 
vron'i let the solicitors come into the 
sacred prooincta of their honorable 
order. The solicitors may plead in 
Court of tbey like, but ibey must not 
bo called butristers. Thus, tho cry of 
tho Bar, is concealed in tho specious^ 
rcss of tboir bill. In Briii^b Colurn. 
bin, at tbe present liii o, all bavo an 
equal ri^btto i)racLiee in butb branches 
of tbo profession ; it apjioars, there.- 
fore, an andnmi}' lo kcoi) U]) the dis^ 
tinctioii, HO far as t'.o present priicii. 
tionors uro concoi nod. Wo consequent- 
ly look upon iho bill, as introduced by 
JMr Walkcni, us j)urely a bariisicr's 
liill, and strongly ur;;o upon llio Coun" 
oil un entiro ainiil;raniaiion ol the 
. professions, and adviao that tlio ]a\i^, 
as rogaids tiio admission of future 
members of ciibor branch, should bo 
BSMmilnted to tho laws of Upper 
Cunndu, wbich have been found to 
woik 80 well.

Hon DiCopmrs — in reference to general 
principle all public lifTicials slu^uld pay in'o 
Iho Colonial Ticamiy all iinii,oys received 
urulKr any law.
